Mr. G artin escaped with three fra c ­ 
tured ribs and a badly bruised right 
awn. 
The arm was not broken 
as 
w as first believed but 
w as 
badly 
bruised, causing him great pain. 
• 
Mr. Ga 13in spent a good night and 
there is every reason to believe that 
nothing 
serious 
will develop. 
On 
account of his advanced age it was 
a t first believed 
that the accident 
might result seriously, but now 
the 
physicians are hopeful. 


• 
Mr. G artin 
was en route 
to his 
farm , traveling 
north on the road. 
•He believed that the westbound p a s ­ 
senger train, which is due here 
at 
2 :50 o’clock, hud 
gotie 
and 
w a s 
w atching to the west for the east- 
bound 
train. 
He 
was 
especially 
w atchful fo r this 
train as he was 
•thinking of the accident to the Well- 
family. 
It was the eastbound train 
•that struck the wagon in which the 
•Wells family w as riding. 


i 
Mr. G artin was 
almost 
directly 
upon the tra c k s 
when 
he saw the 
•approaching train. 
At that time lie 
•says .the train was probably fifty 
feet 
away. 
Gartin 
applied 
the 
brak es and was in the act of ju m p ­ 
ing when the train struck the auto. 
•The front 
wheels of the m achine 
were on the track and when the en­ 
gine hit, 
Mr. G artin 
w as 
thrown 
•clear o f the automobile and against 
■the fence at the west of the road. 
The automobile 
w as demolished 
•It was thrown clear 
of the tra c k s 
and to the 
west o f the road. 
The 
auto was turned 
completely over 
The great force of the collision 
is 
shown by the fact that the radiator 
o f the m achine 
was torn from its 
fastenings and hurled for a distance 
o f sixty feet down the tracks. 


H ad Mr. Gartin remained in the 
m achine he undoubtedly would have 
been killed. 
He did not take time to 
open the 
doors 
of the c a r in a t ­ 
tem pting to get out and swung both 
feet over the side. 
He did not get 
entirely 
out of the machine before 
the train si ruck but t he force of the 
collision took 
the 
machine 
from 
•under him and luckily be was 
not 
caught under the wreckage,

A physician, who happened to be 
on the train, gave 
Mr. Gartin a t ­ 
tention and lie was 
rushed 
to his 
home in this city. 
The engine 
of 
the train was damaged and several 
ties were torn 
up along the track. 
T he engine was put out of commis­ 


sion and the train was about

hours late in leaving.

Indianapolis, Aug. 31.— Declaring 
for a protective tariff that would in­ 
sure again-t a “ commercial invasion 
which would paralyze American in­ 
dustry and blight 
our 
happiness” 
and condemning 
the 
“ vacillating” 
policy of the Wilson adm inistration 
as regards Mexico, Charles W arren 
Fairbanks this afternoon accepted 
the nomination as the candidate of 
the Republican 
p arty 
for 
Vice- 
President. 


Fairbanks came out with a 
flat- 
footed statem ent 
th a t 
President 
Wil-on should have recognized Gen­ 
eral H u erta as president of Mexico. 
“ It was our 
m anifest 
duty 
to 
have recognized 
H uerta 
as 
the 
president, either de 
facto 
or 
de 
jure,” said 
Fairbanks. 
“ He 
was 
clearly in power under the form s of 
Mexican law and was entitled to 
recognition by diplomatic precedent. 
He was a powerful soldier and the 
one man above all others 
in 
his 
country who was capable of estab ­ 
lishing order.” 


The notification ceremonies were 
held on the law of 
the 
Fairbanks 
home, beginning at 3:30 p. m.. Sena­ 
tor Lawrence Y. Sherm an 
of 
Illi­ 
nois, 
delivered 
the 
notification 
speech. 
W. P. Willcox, 
republican 
national chairm an, A. T. Hert, wes­ 
tern campaign m anager, and Frank 
II. Hitchcock, were present. 
F airb an k ’s tariff statem ent occu­ 
pied nearly half of his 
brief 
a d ­ 
dress. 
His Mexican statem ent, next 
in length, w as divided into his de­ 
claration regarding H u erta and an 
explanation of the 
importance 
of 
the Mexican issue to 
the 
United 
States. 
Mr. 
F airbanks 
discussed 
the M erchant 
M arine, 
adm inistra­ 
tive economy, 
diplomatic 
prestige, 
the country’s state of peace, “Am er­ 
icanism ” 
and 
preparedness. 
His 
tariff 
statement 
did 
not 
include 
mention of a tariff commission. 
Mr. Fairbanks 
drew 
a 
graphic 
picture of the conditions 
in 
thi 
country as he saw them immediate­ 
ly following the passatge of the U n­ 
derwood Tariff. 
“ The present Free trade, or tariff 
for revenue law, which 
democracy 
regards with such high favor, 
has 
worked infinite dam age,” 
he 
said 
“ This law, which is to be m aintain­ 
ed if 
Dem ocracy 
triumphs, 
must 
stand 
or 
fall 
not 
what 
Demo­ 
cratic convention say 
of 
it, 
but 
by what it h as said of itself 
under 
normal trade conditions. 
Even be­ 
fore it was approved by Mr. Wilson 
who took pride in the executive act 
business began to furl its sails.

Scores of voters 
in Rush county 
— there may be hundreds of them— 
who registered in 1914 and who still 
live in the same precinct they lived 
in two years ago, will 
have to re ­ 
gister again this year. 
These men registered all right in 
1914 and they 
have 
not changed 
their respective places of residence 
since, but they 
m ust 
register this 
time if they expect to vote in 
the 
November 
election. 
The 
trouble 
with their credentials is th at they 
did not 
vote in 1914 a fte r 
they 
had registered. 
Let every voter in 
the county bear in mind the follow­ 
ing -tatem ent 
as 
registration day 
ap p ro ach es: 
Unless a voter both register­ 
ed and voted in the y ear 1914, 
and unless lie continues to re­ 
side in the same precinct lie re ­ 
sided 
this year. 
The perm an­ 
ent registration 
roll for 
each 
precinct is made up from those 
who both registered and voted 
in th at precinct 
in 1914, 
not 
merely from those «who register­ 
ed. 
in 
the 
registration 
of 
1914, 
5,920 voters 
were 
listed. 
In 
the 
election of 1914 
only 5,GOO 
voters 
cast a bhllot for United S tates sen­ 
ator. 
This reveals th at 
there 
are 
320 voters in Rush county who have 
no right to vote in the coming elec- 
icn this fall unless they registered 
in October, regardless 
of the fa c t 
th at they m ay live in the same place 
as they did in 1914. 
They can save 
their right to vote only by register­ 
ing this year. 
Registration is only a little over 
a month away. The p a rty organiza­ 
tions are taking cognizance of this 
fact and are beginning to prepare 
for a general notification of their 
forces. The men who have in charge 
the work of finding 
out 
who will 
have to register and who will 
not 
have to do so, are finding the task a 
tedious one. 
One of them said to ­ 
day that there is the gravest danger 
that hundreds 
of men 
who 
think 
they are registered 
and 
who are 
assuming th at their names will be 
on the perm anent registration lists 
will lose 
their votes. 
This 
being 
true, it is time to sound a warning 
for them. 
The county 
auditor, 
who 
has 
charge 
of the 
registration 
books 
and the poll hooks 
kept 
by 
the 
board clerks in the election of 1914, 
expects to get to the work of m ak­ 
ing up the 
registration 
books the 
latter part of next wTeek, a fte r ho 
gets the meeting of the council and 
meeting of the county commisioners 
off bis hands. 
The 
auditor 
does 
not have 
to m ake up the reg istra­ 
tion books himself, but he h a s'to see 
to it that the books

VACATIONS ARE BEING CUT 
SHORT BY IMPENDING STRIKE 


Summer vacations are being cut 
short by 
the 
threatened 
railroad 
strike. 
Some 
families 
who 
had 
planned to stay longer have arrived 
and others are on the way. 
Rail­ 
roads are sending out warnings 
to 
all summer 
tourists 
to 
get back 
home if they have any desire to be 
home when the strike hits. 
Local freight agents received in­ 
structions 
today 
to 
receive 
for 
shipment only that class of 
freight 
which is subject 
to delay in ship­ 
ment. 
Freight agents said that 
no 
perishable goods or live stock would 
be received which could not reach 
its destination by September 2,- day 
after tomorrow. 
The strike is called 
for Monday 
and as no freight would be unload­ 
ed Sunday, freight shipments 
that 
would suffer by delay will have 
to 
reach their destinations 
by S a tu r­ 
day night, 
if the strike order 
is 
carried out, it will 
become effective 
in Indiana Monday morning at six 


o’clock. 
The local 
factories 
face a coal 
shortage. One facto ry m anager said 
this morning th at 
his plant could 


run only a few days in the event of 


a rail strike because they would be 


out of coal. 
The 
only 
alternative 


would be to close down, he declared. 


The coal shortage, 
this 
man 
de­ 


clared, 
would 
cause 
a shut-down 


sooner than, would the lack of raw 


m aterial or 
shipping 
facilities for 
the finished product. 
All factories 
faced the same situation today. 
Manv predicted 
that 
the ban on 
live stock shipments 
would 
cause 
the bottom to fall out of the $11 hog 
market. 
Others, however, took 
the 
view th at 
because 
of the lack 
of 
shipping 
facilities, 
prices 
would 
rise. 
Those who 
said 
the 
price 
would fall 
recalled 
th at was whnt 
happened when the foot and rnoitth 
epidemic 
was on and 
a ban 
was 
placed 
on the 
shipm ents 
of live 
stock. 
Opinions of railroad men arc that 
the strike will not last long if there 
IS a general walkout next 
Monday 
morning. 
It is believed that indus­ 
t r y would 
be so badly 
paralyzed 
that dire necessity would force 
a 
s e c tio n of the problem.
